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PREFACE 



The history of American Glass collecting, like the history of the 
settlement of America, is the story of successive pushings-out into unoc- 
cupied territory. 

The pioneers of the one movement, like those of the other, were 
hardy adventurers, far too much engrossed in the subduing of virgin 
soil to concern themselves overmuch with any nice distinction of 
boundaries; their common habit being, rather, to claim for their own 
everything in sight and a little more. 

Moreover, so impatient were they, in both cases, of any disputing 
of their rights of tenure, that they preferred, so long as open country 
lay ahead of them, to move on rather than to submit themselves to the 
restraints of settlement. 

And, just as the "disappearance of the frontier" in the 1880's 
altered the character of American life, and led, through much bewilder- 
ment and readjustment, to a new order and a more intensive prosperity, 
so, at the present time, the collecting of American Glass is passing, with 
some doubt and disillusionment, from the first free phase of its adoles- 
cence to the more ordered and responsible existence of its beginning 
maturity. 

For, with the discovery and exploitation of the output of the Sand- 
wich factory and its competitors, the "frontier" in this field, also, has 
disappeared. 

So that henceforth we, too, must turn back to a more intensive 
study and a more analytical ordering of that century and more of early 
glassmaking to which, so to say, we have given the rapid once-over of 
the pioneer in the last ten years. 

And as it is precisely in the preliminary steps of this new task of 
intensive study and intelligent differentiation that Herbert Lawton has 
been a recognized leader, the exhibition and sale of his collection would 
seem to be a fitting occasion for inquiry as to where these new condi- 
tions and necessities are likely to lead us. 

To begin with, then, it is clear that such doubt and disillusionment 
as the new situation has engendered are due to two causes : 

First, to the gradual liquidation of the too-inclusive identifications 
of the pioneer investigators. 

And, second, to the sporadic appearance of counterfeits of the 
early glass. 



To take the second trouble first, and in spite of the fact that it 
seems likely to reappear at intervals, it is essentially negligible. 

For the only reason why anyone is ever fooled by a counterfeit is 
that his acquaintance with the original is not intimate enough. So that 
the antidote is indicated on every package of the poison. And the cure 
is certain and generally swift. 

As for the first trouble — the bewilderment aroused by the acknowl- 
edgment of early errors — it is a "growing-pain," not a malady; and it 
results, not in haziness and impoverishment, but in a richer develop- 
ment through a more logical division. For, as we hew closer and closer 
to the line of indisputable certainty, the chips themselves become inde- 
pendent subdivisions of the American Glass collector's realm — a realm 
so rich in interest, yet so restricted in extent, that no corner of it can 
long fail to develop its own fascination and following. 

One incident in the history of the collecting of American Glass will 
illustrate this. 

Back in 1910 and 1911, when a certain amount of interest in 
Stiegel glass began to manifest itself in the Manheim section of Penn- 
sylvania, it was locally taken for granted that what are now known as 
Three-section-mold pieces had been made by Stiegel. 

This ascription was pretty definitely discredited by the Hunter 
book, which appeared in 1914. But the idea was deeply rooted in the 
Pennsylvania mind. And the smoldering controversy that ensued gave 
the easily discouraged their first chance to cry that authentic identifi- 
cation of Stiegel glass was not to be achieved. It had, too, another 
result which for our present purpose is even more illuminating. 

For the glass collectors of that day, hating boundary disputes like 
the true pioneers that they were, and finding the Stiegel and Wistar 
fields getting crowded, gave Three-section-mold glass the go-by and 
stampeded, like the Argonauts before them, for the Sandwich gold 
fields ; thus passing over one of the main divisions of their country's 
glass and some of the richest finds at their disposal. 

For the foresighted students already know, and the collecting pub- 
lic is rapidly realizing, that Three-section-mold glass is one of the four 
original and independent beginnings in American Glass development. 
Indeed, one might call it the first original beginning, since its peculiar 
beauty is unlike any foreign output ; since the fashion that it set was 
the first native fashion in glassware that caught the fancy of the whole 
country; and since this fashion was ministered to by factories (some 
day, one hopes, to be separately identified and studied) that were 
widely distributed along the Atlantic seaboard. 

Moreover, this division of American Glass contains some of the 



greatest rarities in the entire field. The Three-section-mold covered 
sugar bowls are far rarer than the Stiegel. The same may be said of 
the salts. While of the great ten-inch dishes (like the one in this col- 
lection), but three are known to exist. Indeed, in the surviving total of 
this glass the wine decanters alone exist in any number. And no wise 
prophet would dare to estimate the rating that good specimens of this 
once rejected type will receive in the near future, when it takes its 
acknowledged place at one of the four corners of the temple. 

And while this incident is the most spectacular of its kind, it is 
none the less typical on that account. 

The same thing has happened, more quietly, in the case of the glass 
once exclusively identified as Wistarberg. I myself must plead guilty 
to the pioneer's error of this sweeping ascription. And I have seen my 
subsequent efforts to correct the mistake — to include the South Jersey 
offspring — factories of Wistar's original enterprise among the sources 
of this glass — more productive for a time of doubt and hesitation than 
of understanding and confidence. But now that the far-reaching influ- 
ence of the Wistar tradition is becoming recognized, with its effect 
(through Jersey-trained workmen perhaps) on the glass workers of 
New York and Connecticut, we are rapidly realizing that we have to 
do, not with the freak products of the workmen of one small glass house, 
but with one of the basic traditions of an early American artisanship ; 
the surviving specimens of which, all too few at best, are rapidly dis- 
appearing from the ordinary market. 

And that other body of the quasi-disinherited — those bell-toned 
bits of handblown, undecorated flint ; flips, pitchers and what not ; the 
indistinguishable product of the Stiegel glass pots and of those of the 
small factories that, during the quarter century after his death, sup- 
plied the utilitarian needs of the countryside — these too will not be 
passed by ungathered by the wise collector. For they include all the 
surviving workaday product of the Stiegel works and of the Stiegel 
tradition during its continuance ; and are certain of a distinct and hon- 
ored place in the hierarchy of American Glass. 

There remains only the aura of doubtful ascription as between 
authentic Stiegel and the English and German models that he copied. 

But here we have merely an inverted problem of the counterfeit. 

For, although here it is the copy that is valuable and the original 
that is less so, the problem is the same. 

Here, again, it was our insufficient intimacy with the originals that 
caused our troubles. And here, again, the antidote to the poison is 
known, is being applied and is effecting its cure. 

And to Herbert Lawton, more than to any other one student-col- 
lector, we are indebted for the sound foundations of this needed -work 



of Stiegel clarification — thanks to his trained sensitiveness to color and 
textural qualities ; to his two visits to England to study Bristol glass 
at its source; to his lavish collecting for the purposes of comparison; 
and to his ruthless weeding out for the sake of certainty. 

To him, too, the future is likely to give credit for his work in 
rescuing Three-section-mold glass from its long neglect and for placing 
it where of right it belongs — on a parity with Stiegel and Wistar. 
While the picked specimens of the latter glass, as well as of its induced 
echoes in Connecticut and the North, that his collection contains, tes- 
tify to his broad grasp of the whole modern movement in American 
Glass collecting. 

His collection is beyond all question the "purest" — that is to say, 
the most intelligently selected and the most rigorously censored — that 
has ever been placed on public view anywhere. 

Its exhibition offers to students of American Glass an educative 
opportunity of great value. 

And to the growing body of American Glass collectors, its sale 
may well prove to be a landmark ; a boundary post between the pioneer- 
ing period and the period of definitive settlement and development.

CONDITIONS OF SALE 



I. Rejection of bids: Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the 
article offered or which is merely a nominal or fractional advance may be rejected by the 
auctioneer if in his judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 

II. The buyer: The highest bidder shall be the buyer, and if any dispute arises 
between two or more bidders, the auctioneer shall either decide the same or put up for 
re-sale the lot so in dispute. 

III. Identification and part payment by buyer: The name of the buyer of each lot 
shall be given immediately on the sale thereof, and when so required, each buyer shall 
sign a card giving the lot number, amount for which sold, and his or her name and 
address. 

Payment at the actual time of the sale shall be made of all or such part of the 
purchase prices as may be required. 

If the two foregoing conditions are not complied with, the lot or lots so purchased 
may at the option of the auctioneer be put up again and re-sold. 

IV. Bisk after purchase: Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer's hammer, 
and thereafter neither the consignor nor the Association is responsible for the loss or 
any damage to any article occasioned by theft, lire, breakage or any other cause. 

V. Delivery of purchases: Delivery of any purchases will be made only upon pay- 
ment of the total amount due for all purchases at the sale. 

Deliveries will be made at the place of sale or at the storage warehouse to which 
purchases may have been removed. 

Deliveries at the American Art Galleries will be made only between the hours of 
9 A. M. and 1 P. M. on sales' days and on other days — except holidays, when no deliveries 
will be made — between the hours of 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. 

Deliveries at places of sale other than the American Art Galleries will be made 
only during the forenoon following the day of sale unless by special notice or arrange- 
ment to the contrary. 

Deliveries at the storage warehouse to which goods may have been sent will be made 
on any day other than holidays between the hours of 9 and 5. 

Deliveries of any purchases of small articles likely to be lost or mislaid may be 
made at the discretion of the auctioneer during the session of the sale at which they 
were sold. 

VI. Storage in default of prompt payment and calling for goods: Articles not paid 
for in full and either not called for by the purchaser or delivered upon his or her order 
by noon of the day following that of the sale will be turned over by the Association to 
some carter to be carried to and stored in some warehouse until the time of the delivery 
therefrom to the purchaser, and the cost of such cartage and storage will be charged 
against the purchaser and the risk of loss or damage occasioned by such removal or 
storage will be upon the purchaser. 

NOTE : The Limited space of the Delivery Rooms of the Association 
makes the above requirements necessary, and it is not alone for the 
benefit of the Association, but also for that of its patrons, whose goods 
otherwise would have to be so crowded as to be subject to damage 
and loss. 

VII. Shipping: Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business in which 
the Association is in no wise engaged, and will not be performed by the Association 
for purchasers. The Association will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for 
employing at current and reasonable rates carriers and packers; doing so, however, 
without any assumption of responsibility on its part for the acts and charges of the 
parties engaged for such service. 

VIII. Guaranty: The Association exercises great care to catalogue every lot cor- 
rectly and endeavors therein and also at the actual time of sale to point out any error, 
defect or imperfection, but guaranty is not made either by the owner or the Association 
of the correctness of the description, genuineness, authenticity or condition of any lot 
and no sale will be set aside on account of any incorrectness, error of cataloguing or 
imperfection not noted or pointed out. Every lot is sold "as is" and without recourse. 

Every lot is on public exhibition one or more days prior to its sale, and the 
Association will give consideration to the opinion of any trustworthy expert to the 
effect that any lot has been incorrectly catalogued and in its judgment may thereafter 
sell the lot as catalogued or make mention of the opinion of such expert, who thereby 
will become responsible for such damage as might result were his opinion without 
foundation. 

IX. Buying on order: Buying or bidding by the Association for responsible 
parties on orders transmitted to it by mail, telegraph or telephone will be faithfully 
attended to without charge or commission. Any purchases so made will be subject to 
the foregoing conditions "of sale except that, in the event of a purchase of a lot of one 
or more books by or for a purchaser who has not through himself or his agent been 
present at the exhibition or sale, the Association will permit such lot to be returned within 
ten days from the date of sale and the purchase money will be refunded if the lot 
in any manner differs from its catalogue description. 

Orders for execution by the Association should be written and given with such 
plainness as to leave no room for misunderstanding. Not only should the lot number 
be given, but also the title, and bids should be stated to be so much for the lot, and 
when the lot consists of one or more volumes of books or objects of art, the bid per 
volume or piece should also be stated. If the one transmitting the order is unknown to the 
Association, a deposit should be sent or references submitted. Shipping directions should 
also be given. 

Priced Catalogues: Priced copies of the catalogue or any session thereof, will be 
furnished by the Association at charges commensurate with the duties involved in copying 
the necessary information from the records of the Association.
